Boanerges’ record of 1 :58I, At Brighton Beach, 
July 26, Hyphen set a new mark when he ran a mile 
and a sixteenth in 1 :14^, as did Major Daingerfleld, 
when he won the Lawrence Realization at Sheeps- 
head Bay, July 4, covering the mile and five-eighths 
The Musketeer’s seven furlongs in 1 :25, 
Lux Casta’s six furlongs in 1 :12 and Plater’s five 
and a half furlongs straightaway in 1 are the 
other changes in the records. A new distance in 
the table of records is Judge Thomas’ three and a 
half furlongs at Butte in 40i seconds.

LOUISVILLE’S STAKE OFFERING. 

Next Thursday, January 15, at midnight, entries 
will close to the stakes offered by the New Lonis- 
ville Jockey Clnb. They are. in the main, fixtures 
to be run at the May meeting of 1903, but the Ken- 
tucky Derby of 1904, Kentucky Oaks of 19C4 and the 
Nursery Stakes of 1904 are also in the list.

The 
Hawthorne Handicap is for horees three years old 
or over; the distance being one mile and a furlong, 
and will be run May 23, the opening day of the 
spring meeting. The conditions provide for the 
announcement March 2 of the weights to be carried. 
Any person desiring to withdraw from the race may 
on or before April 1 declare out their entry for a 
nominal sum. Winners of $1,500 and upward after 
the auuouncement of weights are penalized, the 
penalties applying to ouly a modified extent to 
horses handicapped at 116 pounds or more. The 
Northern Handicap is also for three-year-olds and 
upward at one mile and a quarter, and will be ruu 
daring the summer meeting, which begins July 20. 
The added money, entrance and starting fee will 
give it a gross value of nearly $10,CO0. 
wiTbe remaining stakes have an added money value 
of from $1,500 to $2,500, and, with the entrance and 
starting fees, will have an actual value ranging 
from $3,000 to $4,000. No material chauge has been 
made in their conditions from that of last year. 
The time set for the closing of entries is February 
7, and as the entrance fee is only a nominal sum for 
each event, they are sure to attract a large entry 
list.
